ICY CONDITIONS DEMAND 
SLOWER SPEEDS 

“Death, or an expensive akid- 
wreck, may be as close to you 
“as a new stretch of glare ice on 
the pavement just after a freez- 
ing rain,” the State Police 
warn. “A. safe speed before you 
get to the ice won't be n safe 
speed once you are on it,” they 

- said. “It takes about 12 times as 
long to stop on glare ice as it 
does on dry pavement.” 

Even with the reliable help 
of reinforced type tire chains, 
tests by the Committee on Win- 
ter Driving Hazards of the Na- 
tional Safety Council have 
shown that speeds of 25 miles 
un hour on glare ice, and 35 
miles an hour on hard-packed 
snow, give equivalent stopping 
distanee to 60 m. p. h. on dry 
pavement, the police pointed 
out, The same testa with win- 
terized tires showed that eqttiv- 
alent aneeds were 15 m. 7. he on 
ice, and 28 m. p. h, on packed 
snow. Even these speeds, they 
warned, are not aafe under very 
slippery conditions, They are 
merely the speeds on ice and 
snow which will prodttea ap- 
proximately the same braking 

“distance as that normally en- 
countered from a speed of 60 
m. p. h. on dry pavement. 

“Try the city, or in heavy traf- 
fic, these speeds should, of 
course, be relatively less," the 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards emphasized. They algo 
came up with some helpful 
hints shout tire chains. 

“Keep your chains tight,” 
they advised. “Snug fitting tlre 
chaina wear much Jonger than 
chaing that are put on loose. 
This ia true on any kind of sur- 
faee, but particularly over sec- 
tions of bare pavement, It’s not 
the welght of the car or the 
wear that resalta In premature 
breaking of chains, but the cén- 
trifugal force which slaps loose 
tire chains aginst the ron 
surface with great force, catia- 
ing early breaking.” 

The Committee said that the 
best plan f# to pub on chains 
as snugly aa possible, drive a 
hort distance, and then Usht- 
en the side chains, Then you'rs 
all set to continue with maxi- 
rium safety to slop and fraction

Pension Act of 1959, placing 
future veterans pension pay- 
merits on a basis of need, M, 
L. Stoddard, manager of the 
Veterans, Administration Cen. 
ter, Togus, announced, 

In ordér to avoid confusion, 
Stoddard emphasized that: 

1, the new law does not go 
into effect until July 1, 1960; 

2, it applies only to non- 
service-conneécted pénsions and 
will have no effect on service- 
connected. compensation pay- 
ments; 

3. veterans currently draw- 
ing pensions will not have their 
benefits changed unless they 
choose i apply under the new 
law for increased benefits. 
Their choice {fs final. 

Stoddard emphasized. that in- 
formation will be sent to those 
veterans concerned and their 
dependents before the law be-« 
comes effective. 

Since there will be ample 


time to make application, Stod-: 


dard urged veterans and vet- 
erans’ families not to write to 
VA about their individual cas-
